1 . This statement is responsive to tlie following communications: Information

2. Claims 1-3, 7, 8, 10-14, 16-19, 21 , and 24-27 are allowed. Claims 1, 10, 19, and 
27 are independent claims. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 03/31/2009 
has been entered.
